ment if the present system in Edmonton is to live at all. 

IZ the judgment of the court has made these principles unwork- 
able, then the charter, if it is to be retained at all, must be changed. 

Im the meantime, Edmonton has learned much. It has learned, 
for ore thing, that a commissioner who is not in harmony with the 
council and who does not synchronize with the rest of the municipal 
machinery can stir up an enormous amount of controversey. And 
it has learned that whereas a government, such as that of the pro- 
vince of Alberta, for instance, might dismiss its deputy minister of 
public works (whose position in provincial affairs correspond to Mr. 
Bouillon’s in civic) without any further formality than a note to 
that effect, the city of Edmonton is placed in a different position 
from any other employer. By resolution of the council this city can 
employ a man whose position cannot be taken away from him ex- 
cept through a proceeding which is so ridiculous on the face of it 
that it could never have been the intention of the man who framed 
the chzarter to require anything of the kind. 

But greatest of all, the city of Edmonton has learned in the 
presernt Controversey the efficacy of the recall system. 

Im the last analysis, the public must be judge of the wisdom or 
otherwise of the council’s action and undoubtedly the members of 
the council are willing to take their chances at the hands of the pub- 
lic. But as the arrangement stands now there is no machinery by 
which the council can be brought before the public to put their 
course: to a test, and there is no precedent to suggest that they 
should resign while the other man is kept in office by the court. 

H-adEdmonton had the recall system in vogue, a petition signed 
by 15 percent. of the ratepayers would have been sufficient to bring 
the council before the electors. Had the council been sustained, 
Bouillon would have gone without further ado. Had the council 
been clefeated, Bouiilon would have stayed and the council would 
have gone. The whole business could have been closed up in a very 
few days and the city could have resumed its normal course without 
the ermbarrasment of a bunch of high-priced lawyers piling up per- 
plexiti es while city work is brought to a standstill and the city utili- 
ties ar-e handicapped by delayed orders and friction. in management. 

What Edmonton needs frst of all is the recall. Its present sys- 
tem imits present form is unworkable.

the preocedure be legal or otherwise, is granted favors which no 
other Company or individual has had the effrontery to ask is an insult 
which the ratepayers of this city have just cause to resent. 

If there was any reason before why any individual might have 
felt an_ inclination to attack the bylaw, there is much more reason 
now since Mr. Hays has spoken.
